MONTREAL — The Quebec federal Liberals 
Saturday night voted 4-1 to abolish the monarchy 
and replace it with a president chosen every seven 
years. 

It was a stunning development, opposed by 
several French-speaking ministers in the federal 
cabinet on the ground that it lacked urgency. (See 
also Page 16.) 

Forestry Minister Maurice Sauve stood up and 
opposed it, but his protest was swamped. 

Manpower Minister Jean Marchand, the Que¬ 
bec federal leader, was present, but abstained in 
the vote. 

Justice Minister Pierre-Elliot Trudeau was not 
present. But, later, he expressed no concern about 
the decision.

Tonkin Spy Ships 
Crossed Viet Line 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Already faced with a 
charge the Johnson ad¬ 
ministration is bracing for 
a storm of questions from 
the United States Congress 
over its handling of the 
Pueblo crisis. 

The key question shaping up: 
By whose decision was the intel¬ 
ligence ship, with its potentially 
dangerous mission and highly 
secret equipment, stationed di¬ 
rectly off the North Korean 
coast? 

Administration officials say 
the operation was approved at 
high levels of the government— 
but the question remains wheth¬ 
er specific moves of the ship 
were handled routinely by offi¬ 
cials in the Central Intelligence 
Agency or some other intelli¬ 
gence agency or controlled from 
day to day by officials with 
broad policy responsibilities. 

RUSSIA ON SPOT 

Some authorities here think 
an initial blunder may have 
made the situation difficult lo 
deal with. The defence depart¬ 
ment announced at the outset 
that the U.S. was asking the So¬ 
viet government to intervene 
with North Korea for release of 
Ihe ship and its 83-man crew. 
This official public disclosure 
apparently put the Russians on 
the spot. 

Soviet officials twice rebuffed 
requests by Ambassador Llew¬ 
ellyn K. Thompson, on Washing¬ 
ton’s instruction, for help with 
the North Korean government. 

TOO MUCH DAMAGE 

Administration officials feel, 
however, that despite this out¬ 
ward pose of indifference the 
Russians, who can profit by 
American embarrassment, will

“I am satisfied that the Pueblo 
was in international waters, 
where it had a right to be. But 
if we could avoid a new war by 
a concession of this kind on the 
record, I would do it,” said 
Mansfield. 

Two other developments in the 
Korean crisis were these: 

• The anti-submarine air¬ 
craft carrier USS Yorkton and 
her protective screen of de¬ 
stroyers, sailing westward to the 
South China Sea for Vietnam 
duty, were rerouted to the Sea of 
J apan where it wiU join the car¬ 
rier Enterprise.

BREAK AN EGG: After my 

recent efforts at bringing fine 
cooking into the home. I have 
had a number of calls from 
cooks who said there was not 
enough wine in the coq au vin. 

That was two weeks ago, so 
perhaps we had better resolve 
Ihe problem of which came 
first the chicken in wine or the 
egg in the omelette. 

Omelettes are easy to make 
and sure fire success if simple 
rules are followed. The trouble 
is it's hard to dig up two 
people who can agree on the 
method. 

Restaurateur Madame Rose- 
Marie Cardot follows the 
French method at her Le Coq 
au Vin restaurant in Bastion 
Square. This involves just 
whipping a couple of eggs and 
frying in butter. 

For a really fluffy creation 
that will dissolve in the mouth 
try it this way. Separate the 
yolks and whites of two eggs. 

Beat the two whites with two 
tablespoons of medium sherry 
until they are really stiff like 
meringue. Add the yolks and 
beat again. 

If you like, add a couple of 
heaping spoons of grated Par- 
mesian cheese. Smear a large 
skillet with butter and fry a 


dove of crushed garlic. Toss 
out the garlic and put the egg 
mi> tore in the pan. When it 
is evenly d'stributed, turn on 
the high heat and as soon as 
the eggs s-:art to firm up slip 
the pan under the broiler for 
a few minutes. Then back 1o 
the top ot the stove for the 
final stage. 

The omelette may be folded 
from each side to the centre 
or simply folded in half. After 
the folding it should rise quick¬ 
ly- 

At this precise moment. It 
should be slipped onto a hot 
plate and served Immediately. 
A glass of chilled white goes 
very well with an omelette. Try 
a Cliabhs or a medium Sau- 
terne^ 

For a change, spread diluted 
jam or honey into the middle 
of the omelette just before 
folding. 

There are endless varieties 
of filling that arc restricted 
only by the imagination of the 
cook.

A National Disgrace 


T HE VANCOUVER ISLAND Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council has described as “a 
national disgrace" the situation which has deprived 
Victorians of the opportunity to practise their skilled 
trades in the shipbuilding industry here and forced 
them to accept work In a Mississippi yard. 

It is nothing less. 

The council considers the federal departments of 
labor, industry and national defence jointly to blame 
for lack of shipyard contracts on the West Coast and 
the closing of the Victoria Machinery Depot shipbuild¬ 
ing enterprise. 

And so they are. But add to them the department 
of transport? 

Even the representatives of the American industry 
who came here to enlist men, jobless because of the 
famine in the shipbuilding trades, expressed regret 
that such capable journeymen were forced to seek em¬ 
ployment far from their home, and on foreign soil at 
that. 

A government in a two-ocean country is singu¬ 
larly lacking in foresight when it allows the stagnation 
of so vital an industry as shipbuilding on either coast. 
But a government is even more remiss when it adopts 
a policy prejudicial to the interests of one section of 
the country for the advantage of another. That is 
what the government at Ottawa has done. 

In spite ot protests, indignation and alarm, there 
is no sign of a change in government thinking. 

The minister of transport, Mr. Paul Hellyer, made 
this very dear when he said in the House of Commons 
Wednesday there are no funds for the acceleration of 
shipbuilding on the West Coast. 

He was answering a question and a warning from 
Mrs. Grace Maclnnis (NDP-Vancouver Kingsway) 
over the exodus of shipyard workers from B.C. 

No one is asking for the acceleration Mr. Hellyer 
mentions but only for a sustained program and a 
reasonable share of federal contracts to maintain the 
efficiency and solvency of B.C. shipyards. 

Neither coast guard nor research ship orders are 
in sight for the West Coast, the minister says, and 
since we are deprived of any chance of success in bids 
for naval construction the prospect will remain bleak 
for a section of industry important to the economy 
of the province and to the security of the nation.

C ONSERVATIVE LEADER Robert Stanfield’s 
recently expressed view that his party’s role at 
the present time is ‘ not to govern but to prepare to 
govern' displays a responsible and statesmanlike atti¬ 
tude seldom, if ever, achieved by those who have 
headed the Opposition forces in the past. 

Obviously Mr. Stanfield is not anxious to repeat 
the Liberal Party’s error of courting popular support 
with extravagant promises which it later found im¬ 
possible to honor. 

"A national government,” Mr. Stanfield said, 
“whi ch lakes office burdened by premature commit¬ 
ments will, almost certainly, be forced to choose 
between its commitments on particular measures and 
its competence as a partner in an effective federal 
system ... 

“As prime minister of Canada, I will not want a 
commitment to an old proposal to prevent my free 
consideration of a new proposal, which might also 
prove to be better.” 

Mr. Stanfield also said that he agreed with a 
statement made by Prime Minister Pearson when he 
was Opposition leader that the Opposition role was 
not to put forward its own legislative proposals, except 
in rare and emergency situations. Mr. Stanfield was 
courteous enough not to recall that Mr. Pearson in 
Opposition seldom, if ever, followed his own dictum 
in this regard. 

Outlining his party’s strategy in Opposition. Mr. 
Stanfield said it was unreasonable and unreal to oppose 
every major government measure in the Commons. 
“No government," he said, “can be that wrong and no 
Opposition can long retain its credibility if it is con¬ 
sistently crying ‘foul’." 

The Opposition, he said, would do a far mote 
effective and efficient job if it assisted the government 
when it was right and only assaulted it when it was 
wrong. 

It is to be hoped that such gentlemanly taclics 
are appreciated and are not misinterpreted by the 
general electorate as a tacit admission by the Tory 
party that there is nothing too much wrong with the 
present Liberal administration of the nation’s business.

T HERE IS LITTLE doubt that a storm of anli* 
American feeling is sweeping much of the world 
foday. No longer contained within communist terri¬ 
tory it has swept into many non-aligned nations and 
now threatens to spread into countries traditionally 
favorably disposed toward the United States. 

Though much of this swing to anti-Americanism 
is obviously the result of Kremlin-inspired propaganda, 
considerable blame must l>e attached to Washington 
itself whose actions and attitudes in the field of inter¬ 
national diplomacy are at times difficult to understand. 

However, before the Western nations—including 
Canada—allow themselves to be persuaded to join 
the popular “Hate the U.S." more, it would behoove 
them to reflec t awhile on the vast benefits they have 
received under the post-war era of the Pax Americana.

Onus Placed on Others to Keep Affairs Running Smoothly 

Nation, Municipalities Disdained 


On the floor of the legislature last Thursday 
the mayor of Vancouver drew his finger across 
his throat in an expressive gesture. 

Many of those who watched could imagine Prime 
Minister Pearson doing the same thing far away in Ottawa. 

Now what could possibly bring the same spontaneous 
reaction from two men In public life as different as Tom 
"Terrific” Campbell and Mike Pearson’

The answer to that is the throne speech which marked 
the opening of the new session of the provincial legislature. 

It showed Oils government, bow In Its 18th session, is 
deeply entrenched, rigid in Its Mens, and Increasingly ready 
to let someone else make whatever adjustments are 
necessary to keep the affairs of province and nation 
functioning properly. 

Take the transit question, for instance. The throne speech 
talks about the concern of the government for this 
perennially money-losing side of B.C. Hydro operations, which 
Is fair enough.

But then it adds, vagudy and ominously, that 
"correctives" will be proposed at this session. This is where 
Mr. Campbell made his throat-cutting gesture, eloquently 
symbolizing the reaction oi municipal leaders, who fear the 
whole transit question is going to be dumped by the 
gov e r n ment In their laps. 

It may not happen, of course, but the chances of such a 
dumping being averted seem quite sUm at (he moment. The 
only attenmtivc might be for the government to bring urban 
transit into some government department, as It has Just done 
with the ferries. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Intention, presumably, would be the same — to hide 
the mounting cost of operations in these Crown agencies. 

Why all the concern cm the part of the government? The 
story is toid in a prospectus issued last year when Premier 
Bennett went to Wall Street to borrow more money for 
Hydro. It shows Hydro borrowings in the next five years will 
total an estimated 1382,000,000.

The biggest problem with 
garbage today, say the 
authorities, is not weight but 
bulk. The disposable paper 
industry says that it is only 
on the thresh hold of develop¬ 
ment and If this Is so It means 
more garbage trouble.

City Engineer Jim Garftett 
went to Tokyo recently wjiere 
he saw a new, high-pressure' 
processing plant which eats up 
garbage at the rate of 450 tons 
a day and turns the refuse into 
"iron rocks.” 

The 2,000-ton pressure press 
compacts the garbage and 
sheets it with reinforced steel. 
Makers claim that the six-ton 
blocks are suitable for shore 
protection, reclamation pro¬ 
jects and other civil construc¬ 
tion work. 


They are being used t.ow as 
foundations for high-rise apart¬ 
ment buildings, the Japanese 
claim.

The press, installed here, 
would cost about $1,500,000— 
not cheap certainly, but no 
more than the cost of an 
efficient incineration plant. 
And if it could turn a liability 
into an asset it might begin to 
pay for itself. Certainly Mr. 
Garnett, who believes garbage 
disposal should be a provincial 
or regional responsibility, is 
impressed.

We have tried many 
methods erf garbage disposal 
in this district over the years, 
including dumping at sea, with 
resultant pollution of our 
beaches. Perhaps tha Japan¬ 
ese have the answer. 


CORNWALL (CP) — Henri 
Lalonde, a 23-year-old plum¬ 
ber, has a patent pending on 
an invention which may solve 
the oil slick problem on world 
waterways and has offered the 
"oil sweeper” to the British 
government 

Lalonde began working on 
his invention after the tanker 
Torrey Canyon went aground in 
the English channel last 
March, discharging oil on the 
beaches. 

The device is like a giant 
funnel, to be fastened in a 
framework which floats on 
pontoons. 

The inventor says his oil 
sweeper can be adjusted for 
depth as it is pushed ahead 
over the waves by a ship. 

The sweeper rises and falls 
with the waves rather than 
being swamped or lifted clear 
of the water by tha wave 
crests. 


Pumps take the oil and 
water mixture swept into the 
funnel back to tanks in the 
hold of the ship where the 
components are separated, 
Mr. Lalonde said. 

"If the oil is thick enough 
to be w or thw hile, it then can 
be salvaged.” 

Lalonde said Industrial and 
government o r g a n 1 zations 
have expressed interest in the 
device. He had built and test¬ 
ed one model.

Saskatchewan’s Professor Dr. 
Dallas Smythe said last fall. 

"And I define popular cul¬ 
ture to include not only the 
screen, TV and radio, but 
comic books, pocket books, 
phonograph records, popular 
songs and so-called ’under¬ 
ground’ newspapers, films, 
and indeed, consumer goods 
In general.” 

Dr. Smythe wasn’t sounding 
off in class. He was part of a 
panel discussion during the 
national convention of the 
Canadian Education Associa¬ 
tion in Regina.

A cross-country group of 
educators debated screen edu¬ 
cation, and the session con¬ 
cluded with passage of a 
resolution calling on the CEA 
to encourage "the systematic 
study of popular culture" in 
Canadian schools. 

Dr. Smythe, chairman of 
the division of social sciences 
r‘ the University of Saskat¬ 
chewan, explained the need 
for screen education this way: 

"In an earlier era, when 
elementary skills in writing 
and arithmetic were essential 
to the development of an

Selby. 

Screen education Is educa¬ 
tion about the "relevant and 
compelling” media world of 
today, he declared. 

Barry Duncan, English con¬ 
sultant in Etobicoke, a suburb 
of Toronto, explained how 
screen education works in his 
system. 

Classroom discussion of 
today's films and TV pro¬ 
grams brings the most apa-

thetlc students out of their 
shells, said Mr. Duncan. 

In response to a question he 
added: 

"An invaluable adjunct to 
the viewing of films is the 
actual creation of a student- 
made film. This project will 
prove to be one of the most 
meaningful and enjoyable 
assignments In the high 
school.

"It doesn’t matter that the 
end product is woefully defi¬ 
cient. What is paramount is 
the student participation in 
th 1 creative process.” 

Mr. Duncan is the organizer 
of a screen education pro¬ 
gram in Etobicoke, using 
movies from the National 1 
Film B o ard and other 
sources. 

"Most English teachers 
work almost exclusively with 
the printed word, little realiz¬ 
ing the infinite possibilities of 
the 20th century’s most excit¬ 
ing art form — the film,” 
says Mr. Duncan in his 
introduction to the subject for 
Etobicoke teachers.

The Etobicoke board of 
education’s instructional serv¬ 
ices centre lends movies like 
Nobody Waved Goodbye, No 
Reason To Stay, An Occur¬ 
rence at Owl Creek Bridge, 
and The Drylanders.

"They wouldn’t look at a 
pickled herring now," be says. 

"They are even particular 
about how bait is presented to 
them." 

He cuts his own strip from 
frozen herring. 

“I like the bright right side 
of the herring for my jumbo 
strip. I use the left side for 
super strip, or I sometime* 
cut jumbo out of the left side, 
but it has a different roll and 
isn’t quite as effective.”

He uses a non-sliding dodUe 
treble hook on his Minnow 
Teaser-strip setup. He places 
one barb of the top treble 
hook through the strip and 
lets the lower hook hang free. 
He pulls up on the strip to 
control the roll. For more 
action he cuts three little half¬ 
inch slits In the tail of the 
strip. "In clear water you can 
just see those tails awim,” be 
says. 

We used six or seven feet of 
28-pound test leader on the 
strip trolled without a flasher 
and 30 feet of 4d-potind test 
nylon to a big five-inch by 
seven-inch planer. He uses 60- 
pound test wire line on Peetz 
Recorder reels and on this 
trip we fished from 75 feet to 
200 feet of line.

LONDON (CP) — Sir Alf 
Ramsey, architect of Eng¬ 
land's victory in the 1966 
World Cup, has produced his 
first blueprint for defending 
the soccer trophy at Mexico 
City in 1970. 

Thirty-five possibles for the 
regular international squad 
were summoned to the train¬ 
ing camp at Lilleshall, Staf¬ 
fordshire, in mid-January for 
an initial shakedown. The 1966 
cup squad first took shape at 
a similar pre-competition get- 
togolher at the same place. 

Three days of hard training, 
pep-talks and searching tests 
helped Ramsey try out the ve¬ 
terans as well as a few young 
bucks. 

This year’s results will help 
him to construct a new Eng¬ 
land squad. Primarily It will 
have to defend the country's 
honor on the international soc¬ 
cer circuit for lhe next couple 
of seasons, but looming over 
al! is the inexorable approach 
of Mexico, now less than 30 
months away. 

Ramsey’s first priority Is to 
pick a team for the junior 
Under-23 side’s international 
game against Scotland Feb. 7. 
He then needs a short-list 
squad for the senior interna¬ 
tional team’s crucial tussle 
Feb. 24, again with Scotland, 
for a qualifying place In the 
European championship. 

The lineup included 20 play¬ 
ers who have been on the full 
International roster in the 
past, and all but the Queen’s 
Park Rangers’ top forward, 
Rodney Marsh, have played 
on at least one nr other of the 
English junior teams. Marsh 
was scheduled to play in the 
Under-23's tour of Eastern 
Europe last summer, but was 
scratched following an injury. 

Ten of the 11 1966 World 
Cup heroes remained in the 
35. Jack Charlton, the only ab¬ 
sentee, had a prior commit¬ 
ment along with the rest of 
the Leeds United learn and 
Arsenal in a Football League 
Cup match. Neither team 
could spare players for the 
training session, but Charlton 
and several others may well 
join brother Bobby Charlton 
in the near future.

Kalanchoe tnmentosa, a native of 
Madagascar, and the dark brown 
markings on the tips of the leaves is a 
natural characteristic of this plant; 
they are NOT due to any errors in 
cultivation. 

The Kalanchoe, pronounced kal-an- 
KO-co, likes a sunny window and 
ordinary room temperatures. Like other 
succulent plants, the soil should he 
allowed to become quite dry between 
waterings.

HIDDEN HUNGER (G.F.M., Vic¬ 
toria! — The jtoor growth of your b’lac 
last year and the browning of its leaves 
suggests that some important mineral 
element Is missing or in short supply in 
your soil. Browning between the veins is 
one of the symptoms of manganese or 
magnesium deficiency, while scorching 
of the leaf edges could indicate 
insufficient potash. 

Rather then attempting to make 
good the deficiency by dosing with 
specific trace elements — which is 
always a tricky business — I think it 
would be better simply to make sure 
your lilac is on a well-balanced diet. 

I suggest you spread a generous 
layer of old rotted manure over the 
rooting area and prick this in shallowly 
with a digging fork. During the growing 
season, supplement this by spraying the 
leaves about once a month with liquid 
seaweed fertilizer, which is rich in all 
the minor elements required for healthy 
growth.

Look for three bristles in 
each lobe of the leaf; these are the 
"triggers” that acutate the trapping 
mechanism. One of these bristles must 
be touched lightly TWICE before the 
two halves of the leaf will snap shut. 


INJURED TREE (W.M., Duncan) — 
Your tree which was split in the recent 
storm should not have been bound wiih 
wire. JEhe^tre will cut into the bark as 
the tree swells in girth, strangling the 
flow of sap and eventually killing it. 

A much better way to repair a split 
is to drill holes through the tree with a 
brace and bit and bolt the split portions 
togelher with long iron bolts. Use large 
washers under the bolt head and the nut 
to distribute the pressure over a wider 
area of bark. Repairs must be done 
promptly before the wound can dry out 
or become weathered.

Teaching Must Yield to Learning 


every 100 students who enter 
Grade 1. 

One-quarter of all students 
drop out of regular school 
before reaching Grade 12. 
Also, a full one-third of those 
who start Grade 12 either fail 
or drop out during the year. 

Drop-Out Rate 
Real Shock 

In this modem day and age, 
when at least 12 years of 
basic education is such a 
necessity in order to live a 
meaningful life, society should 
be shocked at the fact that 
approximately half our youth 
does not satisfactorily com¬ 
plete a basic, general educa¬ 
tion. 

If the teachers of this 
province continue to remain 
complacent In the light of the 
statistics cited above, they 
are scarcely deserving of the 
professional status for which 
they seemingly yearn. 

How can we expect the 
majority of our future citizens 
to enjoy the full benefits of 
our civilization if only half of 
them complete a basic educa¬ 
tion of only 12 years? 

And, to compound the prob¬ 
lem, most of them probably 
leave school with an assort¬ 
ment of memorized facts, but 
without a thirst for learning. 

What we educators should 
probably be doing is attempt¬ 
ing to educate the public to 
the idea that the school 
system should be committed 
to keeping every child in 
school for a minimum of 12 
years. 

Curriculum 
Living Thing 

During this 12-year period, 
the school would simply 
attempt to educate each child 
to the maximum of his ability. 
In such a system, passing or 
toiling would be meaningless 
or irrelevant In such a 
system, the curriculum would 
become a living thing and 
teachers would become com¬ 
mitted to the present and 
future welfare of their clients 
rather than to the traditional 
values enshrined in the insti¬ 
tution itself. 

Moreover, the educational 
effectiveness of such schools 
could_ then be measured in 
terms that are meaningful to 
the individual and his future 
rather than in terms of a set 
of social values firmly rooted 
in the tyranny of the past. 

We could then designate the 
schools with the highest 
standards as those which, 
over a 12-year period, develop 
in each student a life-long 
interest in, and commitment 
to. learning. 

The evidence we have con¬ 
cerning the enormous short¬ 
comings of our schools is 
overwhelming. It seems. 


classes, teachers get the 
message very promptly if the 
teaching is not up to par. 
Students may simply begin to 
go elsewhere to learn!- 

Moreover, when a more 
deliberate attempt is made to 
accord full professional status 
to the teacher, he appears to 
became more committed to 
serving the needs of his 
students. 

He begins Insisting upon his 
right to share in. or be 
consulted about, all the deci¬ 
sions affecting him and his 
clients. 

Directives from the princi¬ 
pal, or from anyone else for 
that matter, simply become 
unacceptable to the true pro¬ 
fessional. 

Also, once the teacher Is 
freed of petty, non-profes¬ 
sional tasks, he finds time to 
become self-critical concern¬ 
ing all manner of attitudes 
and practices associated with 
the traditional school. 


number at our colleagues, and 
only a relatively small propor¬ 
tion of our well-educated 
citizens, have grasped the 
obsolete splendor of our edu¬ 
cational system. 

A prominent U.S. educator 
recently said that hardly 
anything In our present sys¬ 
tem is worth saving. 

The grade system must go. 

Our obsession with teaching, 
rather than with learning, 
must go. 

Our p ass-fail syndrome 
must go. 

Our concern with the 
memorization of facts, rattier 
than with the development of 
understanding, roust go. 

The concept of the class¬ 
room unit must go. 

Major Change 
Essential 

If all of these relics from 
the past must go, what is 
worth saving, or what is left, 
in our present "system?’* 

Fundamental, indeed revo¬ 
lutionary, changes in our 
school system must take 
place. The 21st century is a 
mere 33 years away, but 
much of what we do in our 
schools is firmly rooted In the 
19th century. 

The emphasis in education 
must change from the group 
to the individual; from 
memory to inquiry; from the 
graded school to the ungraded 


Why is it that not a single 
a o p h isticaled, experienced 
educator of any standing in 
the province can be found to 
seriously and aggressively 
defend much of what is going 
on in most of our schools? 

Why Is it that relatively few 
sensitive, perceptive, intelli¬ 
gent high school graduates 
can be found who would 
sincerely and strongly defend 
much of what passed for 
•'education'' during their high 
school years? 

Why is it that ever-increas¬ 
ing numbers of thoughtful 
citizens are seriously con¬ 
cerned about how poorly our 
schools are preparing our 
youth for the enormously 
complex social problems 
which characterize our age? 

Why is it that the over¬ 
whelming majority of our 
imaginative and creative 
teachers is either cynical 
about, or contemptuous of, or 
disillusioned with, so much 
that passes for education? 

Only Handful 
Asserts Rights 

Why is it that among B.C.'s 
18.000 teachers, 8,000 of whom 
are u niversity graduates, 
■there doesn't seem to be more 
than a handful who will stand 
up and assert their right to 
make professional decisions 
concerning what to teach, how 
to teach, and under what 
conditions the act of teaching 
will take place? 

Why is it that teachers 
continue to perform all man¬ 
ner of soul-destroying, repeti¬ 
tive, meaningless, stupid tasks 
just because, .. that’s the 
way it’s done around here." 
or, •*... well, that’s the way 
it’s always been done?" 

Why do the teachers of this 
province stay so massively 
silent about some of the more 
glaring conditions, practices 
and policies which deprive 
them of their professional 
dignity, and, what is far 
worse, rob their students of 
the right to a quality educa¬ 
tion? 

Students Also 
Have Rights 

When are teachers going to 
atari refusing to be told what 
to do by the principal* and to 
start asserting their rights to 
be consulted about, or other¬ 
wise have a share in, what¬ 
ever decisions are reached 
concerning matters o! funda¬ 
mental Importance in the act 
of teaching? 

When are teachers going to 
begin to inform principals 
that they categorically refuse 
to attempt to teach in subject 
areas, or at grade levels, in 
which they have not been 
academically or professionally 
prepared? 

The students, after all. have 
right* too — the right to be 
taught by a teacher who 
knows what he is talking 
about. 

When are teachers going to 
commence insisting on their 
right to be free to teach as 
they see fit, and, at the same 
time, accepting the responsi¬ 
bility which accompanies 
freedom? 

When are teachers going to 
set out to inform parents, and 
society in general, that the 
teaching and learning condi¬ 
tions in the schools are 
seriously out of step with the 
age in which we live? 

Questions Easy 
—Not Answers 

In Canada, a shockingly lmv 
€.1 per cent of our gross 
national product goes into 
education at aH levels, from , 
kindergarten to university. 

When are teachers going to 
commence doing much more 
about our national disgrace — 
the outrageously large classes 
which frustrate every attempt 
to provide a meaningful and 
worthwhile education for each 
individual child? 

When are teachers going to 
launch and sustain a public 
debate about meaningful and 
worthwhile issues in educa¬ 
tion? 

But questions — especially 
provocative ones — are easily 
asked. 

It is the answers which are 
difficult. 

It is rather interesting to 
take a look at some nf the 
elaborate banners we so 
readily construct — barriers 
which seem almost diaboli¬ 
cally designed to present 
students from getting a better 
education. 

Every practising teacher 
knows perfectly well that 
each student learns in his 
own unique way. Each child's 
learning style is as unique as 
his own fingerprints. 

Old-Fashioned 
Croup Idea 

Yet, in all our schools we 
erect artificial grade barriers 
and other administrative 
devices, which force every 
Btudent to learn not only at 
the rate set by the school, but 
also in the manner or style 
determined by the teacher,— 
We thus observe that in 
almost every school in the 
country the learner is ex¬ 
perfect to conform to the 
school rather than the school to 
conform to the learning needs 
and the learning style of the 
Btudent. 

Thoughtful educators every¬ 
where proclaim the desira¬ 
bility of focussing on the 


school; from the self-con¬ 
tained classroom to the self- 
contained school; from sched¬ 
uled classes to appointments 
and independent learning; 
from teacher as general prac¬ 
titioner to teacher as clinical 
specialist; from teaching as 
telling to teaching as guiding; 
and from schools like prisons 
to schools where freedom and 
humanity are enshrined. 

It is indeed very tempting 
to ask questions about why 
our schools are so primitive, 
aversive, dysfunctional, coer¬ 
cive and Inhuman. 

Why Schools 
So Primitive? 

It is equally tempting to ask 
when the profession and 
sociriy in general are going to 
insist upon making the 
changes that are so obviously 
and euppdMngly necessary. 

It Is grossly irresponsible 
for educators to sit back and 
rest upon their laurels. The 
habitual answer that the 
schools are better now than 
they used to be is not worthy 
of the sophisticated tepcfier*. 

Are we teachers going to 
continue being pert of the 
problem, or are we going to 
start bring part of the solu¬ 
tion? 

If teachers are not going to 
fight for better schools, who 
will? 


Progressive 
Principal 
Speaks Up 


John Young, principal of 
Campbell River high school, 
has stirred nationwide Interest 
by making a success of radi¬ 
cal Ideas in his school. Nearly 
nil students are free to attend 
classes or study indepen¬ 
dently; regulations on dress 
and behavior are almost non¬ 
existent. The Campbell River 
experiment is catching on all 
over B.C. This Is an excerpt 
from aa article by Mr. Young 
in the current Issue of The 
B.C. Teacher maguaine. 


Experiment , 
Innovate 

He begins to want to 
experiment and innovate; he 
also begins to concern himself 
with broad educational prob¬ 
lems rather than with narrow 
teaching ones. 

In addition, the teacher 
begins to make big Invest¬ 
ments of time and energy In 
his professional development, 
because he knows there will 
be a payoff In terms of 
freedom and opportunity to 
explore creative avenues to 
teaching. 

But. probably most Impor¬ 
tant of all, teachers begin to 
think of themselves as mem¬ 
bers of a professional team 
engaged In a truly profes¬ 
sional approach to the prot>- 
lems of modern education. 

We must stop being direc¬ 
tive and authoritarian to both 
teachers and students, if the 
true purposes of education are 
ever to be served. 

Our schools must be made 
more human, and we must 
start to give more than lip 
service to such ideas as 
freedom, responsibility, rights 
oi the individual, trust, and 
faith In our fellow man. 

Somehow or other, we must 
develop a generation of stu¬ 
dents who view schools not as 
coercive institutions designed 
to frustrate their every 
natural instinct, but rather as 
institutions dedicated to serv¬ 
ing their individual needs and 
individual goals. 

Change View 
Of Teachers 

And, somehow or other, we 
must develop a generation of 
students who view teachers as 
professional persons who 
know something about how 
people learn, and who are 
dedicated to the Idea that 
each of their clients has the 
right to help determine what, 
how, and under what condi¬ 
tions learning best takes 
place. 

It may be that much of toe 
Inhumanity of our schools and 
much of the irrelevance that 
is taught in them are the root 
causes of the appalling drop¬ 
out rate that characterizes 
education in this province. 

A measure of the tragic 
inadequacy of our schools, 
and of society's pitifully 
inadequate educational effort, 
can be obtained from an 
analysis of what happens, on 
a province-wide basis, with

individual rather thBn the 
group. But our schools and 
our whole approach to educa¬ 
tion are based on the old- 
fashioned group approach to 
learning. 

The school, and Its agent 
the teacher, forces most 
learners to learn precisely 
what the teacher wants; and, 
usually, forces him to learn it 
at precisely the rate estab¬ 
lished by the teacher. 

One is led to .wonder why 
teachers do not allow the 
student more freedom to

Result-Getting, Inexpensive 
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One bright August morning in the year 1911, a small coasting vessel churned away 
from the port of St. Anthony, on the northernmost tip of Newfoundland, and headed 
up-river, destination, Quebec. 


At the bobbing item, stiff legged and bending 
slightly over the rusty taffrail, stood a tall,- skookum 
lad of 18. Bis cool , grey eyes were gazing shoreward 
in a silent goodbye to the small cluster of buddings on 
the hillside, the Grenfell Mission headquarters he 
called home , and the bare-masted schooners and stilted 
wharves which filled the small harbor . 

Be was never to see them again. 

The day before, jnuii BOly 
McNeill had been a re i ndeer 
herder's apprentice for the Grenfell 
Mission at 18 a month. This day, he 
was a full-fledged government herder 
at the grand pay of JL10 a day and 
keep. He was off on the great ad* 
venture of his life. 

When the reindeer crop bad 
outgrown the ' Grenfell Mission's 
capacity, the Canadian government 
purchased 50 head at a price of 
{51.30 each, for an experiment fai 
providing food for the Eskimos and 
Indians in the Mackenzie River area 
of the North West Territories. The 
herd consisted of six stags, four 
gelded stags trained as -sled deer, 
and 40 breeding does. 

The 50 reindeer were presently 
below decks, in the hold at the 
coaster, battened down against die 
ocean swells pushing up the Straits 
of Belle Isle, past Anticoeta Island. 

The deer got sick. 

It was a rough trip. The journey, 
normally a four-day thing, lasted 11 
storm-battered days. Packed be* 
tween decks in a hold usually filled 
with Cape Breton plaster cf Paris, 
four of the does died. Their lungs 
absorbed too mueh plaster dust, and 
clogged up. 

Reaching Quebec, the bewildered 
reindeer were easily loaded into 
cattle cars and crossed the prairies 
to the end-of-steel at Stony Greek, 
some 30 miles east of Fort 
Edmonton, now Edmonton, capital 
of Alberta. Four more deer, three 
docs and a valuable stag, died an 
this leg of the journey, presumably 
from further effects of piaster diet 
Now there were only 42. 

A large supply of reindeer moss 
had been plucked in Newfoundland, 
and accompanied the herd. Aa their 
appetites were small throughout the 
Journey, the supply lasted well until 
the end-of-steel was reached. FVom 
there on, the diminishing sacks of 
moss were augmented by green oat 
bundles. 

Six rangers from the Canadian 
forestry service joined the herd at 
Stony Creek. 

In pairs, the reindeer were crated 
and loaded on horse-drawn wagons 
tor the long, rutted and often boggy 
trip through the forested curves and 
up-and-down windings of the famous 
"Athabasca TraH” to reach the 
river town of Athabasca Landing, 
jump-off point far the water drive 
down river to the Far North. Teams 
of four oxen pulled the supplies for 
the rangers and the reindeer. 

By this time, young Billy had 


The herd now totalled 39. 

On reaching Fart McMurray, 
where the Clearwater River joins 
the Athabasca, all the Indiana but 
one steerer to each SOOW were sent 
back, and the little flotilla floated 
downstream to iMka Athabasca and 
Fort CMpewyan, dodging driftwood 
and sandbars as they slowly followed 
the lazy fall current. 

The winding Athabasca has 
always been a problem to shipping, 
ir it depends oa summer rains and 
the spring-time snow melts from the 
Rocky Mountains for navigational 
depths. 

It was now mid-October of 1*1L 
Four more reindeer bad died. Now 
there were only 36. Fall was giving 
way to winter. In the mornings, 
jagged strips of ice began to show In 
the quiet spots along the river 
channel. The air was full of wild 
geese, honking southward. The 
smaller birds had vanished. The 
captive reindeer g rew gaunt; the 
little flotilla faltered before the 
strengthening ice. 


Fort Fitzgerald. Further river prio¬ 
ress was barred by the turbulent 
twin rapids appropriately named the 
Rapids of the Damned and the 
Rapids of the Drowned. 

It was here that Billy, always a 
strong swimmer, won a S10 bet from 
the two Mounties stationed at Fort 
Fitzgerald. The river at this point is 
a half-mile wide and fairly fast 
water. Talking swimming, one of the 
policemen bet Billy that he couldn’t 
swim the river above the rapids. 
Rowing him across, the two police¬ 
men followed behind to see he didn't 
get swept away, into the rapids. 

Shucking his shirt, but keeping on 
his moccasins, Billy plunged m* 
swam across, puller himself up the 
muddy bank, shook himself like a 
shaggy dog and reached for the $10 
bill. "Ten bucks was a lot of moola 
to. them days." chuckled Billy. "Our 
pay from the forestry was only $1.10 
a day and rations. Just like army 
pay." 

The Canadian forestry branch 
had planned a temporary resting 
camp on a peninsula of land 
thrusting out like a thirsty tongue 
Into Whitefish Lake, some 25 miles 
east of Fort Fitzgerald. A fence was 
built across the peninsula. "The 
reindeer can rest here, fellas, and so 
can you,” the forestry- officials told 
the rangers. "You can't lose them. 
They won't try to swim, because 
they can't swim across.” 

"Next morning." laughed Billy, 
"there wasn't a reindeer in sight. 
During the night, they swam over to 
the mainland and disappeered 
southward." 

This was the start of a long 
nightmare for the rangers. Lea\ ing 
camp tot a hurry, they chased after 
die runaway reindeer. On foot, they 
travelled more than 100 miles 
through forest, isnmp and creek. 
They caught up to them at the broad 
mouth of the Peace River, a natural 
barrier. 

"W" were In awful shape," Billy 
■hook his head. "We'd worn out our 
moccasins and socks, and we 
finished on bare feet, swollen, 
bruised and bleeding. I only carried 
my 30.30 rifle, a few shells and a 
small Hudson's Bay Company axe. 
No blanket, no mosquito bar. Lordy, 
but I was a Moody mess. I had ons 
small fishhook and caught some 
jeckfiah. In the soruce clumps, I 
snared spruce hens and bush 
partridges. The darn things were so 
stupid, you could almost walk up to 
them and wring their necks." 

It took the searchers 20 days to 
catch up with the reindeer. They 
found them, one misty morning, 
dejectedly standing on a small 
inshore sandbar. There were only 
12; the rest had vanished. Wolves, 
probably. Lassoed, the unresisting 
reindeer were crammed into a

was the first true gateway to foe 
unknown north. To It, by mule team, 
oaten And h or s e s , past It on York 
boats, home-made soows, flat-nosed 
sturgeon heads tor low water, wood- 
burning side-whe el er s and long- 
stacked ate in whe e l ers, went all the 
trade goods and living supplies for 
the long, silent reaches at the North. 

The Landing "was crowded with 
bearded teamsters, rivertnen, full- 
blood*, half-breeds and voyageurs. 
Among them splashed the red-coated 
shoulders of the Motmbea, earning 
and going. A few, a very few, 
women’s faces showed. 

At The Landing, five soows. with 
sides fenced in, awaited the reindeer 
convoy, four for the reindeer, one 
tor the rangers. The scows were 
awkward, heavy, ungainly things, 
built of green lumber for easier 
shaping. They were 50 feet long, 
with a 12-foot beam. The oars were 
20 feet long, and the steering sweep 
oar, anchored to an Iron pivot at the 
stem, was 40 feet long. It took a 
strong man to be a steersman. 

Forty of the burliest Indians were 
recruited as rowers, 10 to each 
scow, rowing standing up. 

As one doe bad died on the trail, 
the floating herd now numbered 41. 
But, going down river, problems 
developed, troubles burst out. Food 
ran short; hunger and sickness set 
to. One tied deer fell overboard and 
drowned, while another simply 
jumped free, reached shore and 
disappeared. 


Nine miles below Fart CMpe- 
wyan, winter closed in an them. Ice¬ 
bound, the rangers watted four days 
for the ice to thicken, then walked 
ashore, cut poplar and sproee logs, 
buDt cabins, pulled the scows ashore 
with a Spanish windlass, and settled 
in for the long w in t er with their 
diminishing herd. 

Billy McNeill never knew what a 
Spanish windlass was until the acows 
were pulled ashore. A short, stout 
log was Maced in the forks at two 
■turd} poplars. Holes were based 
through both ends, and lengths at 
tough jack-pine pushed through tor 
handles, or spokes. Rope cables 
from each scow were then tied to 
the centre of the log. Each jack-pine 
spoke was grabbed by four husky 
herders who, in relays, slowly 
winched the scows ashore. "No sea 
chanties,” grinned Billy, “we had to 
save our frozen breath for twisting 
them dam’ jack-pine." 

Once in the cabins, the rangers 
were comfortable. They had stoves 
and a two-year supply at grub- Fuel 
was for the cutting. The lot of the 
reindeer also improved. Herded by 
the rangers' small but tost Lapland 
dogs, the reindeer pawed flmxigh 
the deep snow to reach a carpet at 
caribou moss, well scattered below 
Fort Chip. Unfortunately, three 
more reindeer died. Then, toe re 
were 33.

For years I had heard of the 
Pemberton Memorial Chapel at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital , but I had 
never seen it until some weeks ago 
when I attended a memorial service 
there for Miss Lucie Pauline Wood- 
row , ftIV, Jubilee's night supervisor 
from 1935 to 1947 and then direc¬ 
tor of nursing until her retirement 
in 1956 . 

I must say I was Impressed, both with the 
service and the beautiful little building itself, set 
In the midst of the hustle and bustle of the ever¬ 
growing hospital complex. It is a chapel that 
would grace an English countryside; indeed, it 
occurred t<> me, when I first glimpsed it, that it 
must have been removed from an ancient village 
in, say, Somerset. 

Then the th night passed my mind that there 
must be dozens of historic spots in Greater 
Victoria unknown to the vast majority of our 
citizens. In this class I place the lovely Veteran’s 
cemetery in Evjuimalt, more than a century old, 
where Govern >r Frederick Seymour lies buried. 
He died in 3%9 aboard HMS Sparrowhawk, while 
cruising northern waters. 

The Jubilee's chapel was presented by Mrs. 
Joseph Dospard Pemberton and was formally 
dedicated a few days after Christmas of 3909. It 
wks a big event, presided over by Bish;p Perrin, 
assisted by clergymen of several faiths — Rev. T. 
W. Gladstone. Rev. F. T. Tapscott, Rev. Joseph 
McCoy, Rev. A. Henderson, Rev. H. A. Carson. 

The Colonial noted: "Solos were effectively 
rendered by Mrs. Gideon Hicks, Mrs. Harry 
Briggs, A. T. G-ward. while the orchestral organ 
was played by Miss Fox, the violin accompani¬ 
ment by Mr. Jesse I-ongfield sounding well in the 
beautiful edifice." 

Bishop Perrin's dedication was; "This 
sanctuary which we now' dedicate to the glory of 
God is the offering of Theresa Jane Dcspard 
Perobctton, of Gonzales, and given by her to the 
authorities of the Jubilee Hospital to be used by 
all denominations and inmates of the hospital for 
the pure worship of Almighty God. 

"May the clergy ministering here bear a 
message of comf >rt and hope to all those who 
worship in this building. 

“May the services be bright, hnppy and 
uplifting, and be a blessing to all who are 
suffering in mind and body.” 

The Colon M gave a glowing account of the 
new acquisition to the Jubilee: "Of the chapel 
itself it is impossible to speak in too high terms 
of praise. 

“A building capable of seating some 200 
people, constructed of solid brick and Douglas fir, 
with dome-shaped roof, the interior of which is 
compost'd of ornamental rafters, it is well-lighted 
by mulltoned windows on every side, five of which 
form a semi-circle above the chancel. 

"Above tlx* entrance end is the gallery where 
an orchestral organ has been Installed, and there 
also are provided seats for the choir. 

“This part of the structure is lighted with a 
rose-shaped window, the design of Mrs. Pember¬ 
ton herself, the beauty of which lends symmetry 
to the general arrangements. 

“The five windows surmounting the chancel 
end of the chapel it is proposed in course of time 
to transform into memorial windows according as 
some person desires to dedicate one to the chapel. 

"A feature of the building Is the ornamental 
end to the supporting beams of the dome-shaped 
roof. These terminate between the side windows, 
the finishings depicting angels painted in gold and 
colors 

"The beams are four in number and on the 
eight ends are different paintings all portraying 
angels in different phrases. 

"Over the entranoe to the chancel, in gold

simplicity which is not its least pleasing feature. 
Nothing of its kind has ever hitherto been erected 
in Victoria. When its beauties become widt ly 
known it will undoubtedly form a place of 
attraction, not only to the residents of the 
immediate vicinity of the hospital, but also’ all 
Victorians.” 1 

The Colonist found only one flaw', which has 
tong since been righted: "In connection with the 
structure, there is only one drawback at present, 
and that is the approach to the chapel from the 
hospital itself. 

"Entrance is gained through a bathroom. This 
unpleasant way of gaining access to the chapel 
might easily be remedied. 

"At little expense, the bathroom could be 
moved, allowing a clear passageway from the 
chapel to the main hospital. 

"Among those who have contributed to the 
chapel are Bishop Perrin. Canon Beanlands (Mrs. 
Pemberton's son-in-law), David Spencer, Ott® 
Weller, Mr. Green, Mr. Mesher. Mr. Flicks, Mr. 
Innes, the Women’s Auxiliary, and The Colonist. 
Dr. and Mrs. HaseH also Interested themselves 
very largely and helped forward the work ia 
every way they could." 

It was altogether appropriate that th® 
memorial service for Miss Woodrow should hav® 
been held here, for she gave 21 years of life to 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. She left behind her 
lessons in hard work, loyalty, devotion to duty. 

Miss Woodrow was bom in Manitoba and 
raised on an Ontario farm, where she developed a 
passion for eats. While other little girls played 
with dolls she romped with the cats in the bam. 

As a teen-ager she went to Vancouver, living 
In old Mount Pleasant district. She was delicate, 
but sheer willpower got her through nurses' 
training at Vancouver General Hospital, from 
which she graduated in 1921. 

Later she was on staff at the famous Scripps 
Metabolic Clinic in La Jolla and for some year* 
was surgical floor supervisor at San Diego County 
General Hospital. 

For a year she was attached to the great 
Bellevue Hospital in New York city, and did 
social nursing In the slums of Manhattan. 

In 1935 she came to Royal Jubilee, as night

lettering in bas relief, is the following inscription: 
"Look Unto Jesus, the Healer of soul and boyd.’ 

“An Inscription to die following effect, also 
painted In letters of gold, surmounted by a group 
of angels, is above the entrance: 'To the Glory of 
Gjd, may all those who enter this sanctuary hear 
the voice of Jesus, saying ‘come unto Me, and I 
will give you rest.’ 

“This lettering is glazed over with plate 
glass, so that it is well-nigh impossible for it to 
wear out. 

"The building is indeed decorative in al its 
effects, a tribute to the excessive care and the 
timely counsel with which Mrs. Pemberton has 
added to the efforts of the architect, Mr. J. C. M. 
Keith.

Early in 1915 therm were tren » 
rift well and truly dmg, shored 
with timber in the approved man¬ 
ner, not only m Oak Bay (at the 
Willows) but in Esquimalt and at 
Clover Point , as men of the 30th 
Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary 
Force, feverishly prepared for 
service at the front in the 1914 - 
1918 First World War. Every day 
parties of soldiers could be seen 
marching smartly hither and yon 
and practising small arms fire on 
the various ranges m Victoria and 
surrounding districts. 


AH was weH ordered hustle and bustle at the 
Witfnvs Army Camp, and the old borse—or 
should I say his mouto-waa much younger and 
hnd, In no doubt, more teeth and wat in 
somewhat better shape In thoae day*, but stfll 
prxhiced the same brand of prognostication; 
"You'll be shoving off tomorrow; the day after 
tom 'rrow; next week; not far 10 days; next 
month: next year. And the proverbial grapevine 
was also flourishing, workhig overtime turning 
out the familiar line erf predictions, ran* on the 
mark, some near the truth and some indeed very 
wide of the mark. 

A soldier of the 30th Dsttaltm was toad 
enHnpaed on the sidewalk of upper Fort Street 
With several civilians standing about and 
endeavoring to help him. This started a rumor 
that a party of civilians had beaten up and killed 
a serviceman, which proved to be without 
inundation, however, aa no marks of violence 
were lound, and death was attributed to natural 
causes. 

At this time the Kaiser was eating "Special K" 
)n Germany. This was not, however, the brand we 
haw with us t<xiay, but a kind of rye bread 
(much adulterated) which he hoped the people 
would f >11 uw his example in eating freely. 

There was an attempt to form a Home Guard 
Unit, but the government most sincerely 
regrelied arms could not be supplied tor this 
purpose as they were so desperately needed for 
the troops already in training. 
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A lengthy article appeared In the Victoria 
Times by J. J. M. describing a torpedo, its stae 
and shape, that It carried a charge of guncotton, 
was tyrosoopfcaUy controlled, driven by powerful 
air engines, and attained a speed of 14 knots. 
Germans were said to be readying zeppelins tor 
raids on England. Some days later five people 
were killed and five wounded little more than a 
hundred miles from London. 

On January 21. 1915, there was a brilliant 
opening of the legislature fai Victoria. The Hon. F. 
S. Barnard was lieutenant-governor and Sir 
Richard McBride the premier. 

The honor guard was drawn from die 30th 
Battalion. Very nea’ and smart in new uniforms 
and equipment, the guard was the cause of much 
adntiration. 

The day was bright, lending a happy air to 
the occasion, and music supplied by the military 
bands was much appreciated by the large crowd 
assembled, which, in view of the fact that the 
30th would be moving soon, was greatly thrilled 
to have the opportunity of seeing it in such bright 
array. 

On Jan. 24 Major General Sam Hughes 
(Minister of Militia) inspected the camp at the 
Willows, under clear skies and brilliant sunshine 
coupled with a frosty crispness. 

Long before reviewing time the crowd began 
to arrive (there were close to 2,000 onlookers) 
who showed great enthusiasm, clapping vigor¬ 
ously as the men marched smartly by. 

The brigade was drawn up in line facing toe 
pavilion, and promptly at 30 o'clock Major 
General Hughes accompanied by his aide-de-camp 
Lieut Bassett, Lieutenant-Governor Barnard, and 
other high ranking officers, Including Sir Richard 
McBride, the premier, entered the reviewing 
Stand. A fanfare of bugles and rolling of drums 
was sounded, and the general salute was given. 

The brigade marched past ha column of route, ' 
headed by Lt.-Col. Hall. 

The spectators patiently waited through tha * 


inspection, wbicb included many crrembnial 
manoeuvres, to see if (be general would address 
the men, but be did not oblige, and eventually too 
soldiers marched off the grounds'. A fine program 
of military music was rendered by the massed 
bands. The' minister drove away to attend M 
luncheon in his honor at the Union Club. 

On Jan. 30, the following terse message was 
received at the Willows Camp: 
t QL. Ogilvie, 

D.O.C. Military District No. 11, 

Vicl-ria, B.C. ,, 

llild 30th Battalion in readiness to 
embark st the earliest possible date 
Signed: Adjutant General 
Prior to the troops' departure they were 
Inspected by Lieutenant-Governor Barnard, who 
marie a call on Lt.-CoL Hall, congratulated him 
on the splendid appearance of his men, and 
wished officers and men "God-speed." 

On Feb. 15. 1915, Victoria said goodbye to tha 
30th BattaJi in. A hearty standoff was given to the 
1,190 volunteer soldiers who left for tlie front on 
the Sunday afternoon under sunny skies. 

The fact that, ir accordance with instructions, 
nothing was published in the press respecting 
plans foi departure of the troops. did not appear 
to make any difference to the size of the crowd 
which attended to participate in the "sendoff."* 
Such news could not be kept secret for long, and 
when the battalion, headed by Lt.-Col. J. A. Hall 
left the barracks, the road was lined with people 
practically for the whole two miles from the 
Willows to Belleville Street. It was an impressive 
parade. 

Leading the way was the band of the 5tit 
Regiment; an escort from that corps; Lt.-Col. C. 
A. Boft, the O.C.; and officers and men of the 2nd 
C.M.R.: the 50th Gordon Highlanders’ pipers 
toltowed; and immediately behind were officers 
and men of the 30th Battalion. 

Never before had such profound emotion 
moved a Victoria throng as that which dominated

Groups here and there along the Itoa 
risouted hurrahs and received them back with 
hate rest from the uniformed lads. Flags and 
banting made the soldiers' tows gay. but among 
toe ci- Ilians the hsndkereMeC was mare In 
evidence.

the lines were taken by storm. 

Relatives, friends and aquatatances elbowed 
their way in and soon the m a jo rity o t the men 
were surrounded by little groups having ■ 
goodbye chat.

Logger’s Dream Drifted 
In Upper Campbell Lake 


By AVIS WALTON 

Strathcona Park Lodge owners 
Jim and Myrna Boulding both teach 
school in Campbell River , but on 
weekends , and during holidays 
they are pioneers , builders , and 
genial host and hostess of a roman¬ 
tic lodge in the wilderness, on the 
east shore of Upper Campbell - 
Buttle Lake. A key to their for¬ 
tunate circumstances lies in the 
fact that Myrna Boulding was born 
a Baikie. 

She grew up amongst people who had a deep 
sympathy for nature, and a passionate love of the 
outdoors Her father, Wallace Baikie, and his two 
biotheis, Jack and Harper, had their own logging 
business, which included land on the shores of 
Buttle Lake. 

In 3956 the British Columbia Power Commis¬ 
sion put chased all the privately owned properties 
®n the shorelines of Buttle and Upper Campbell 
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Finally floated ashore in 1957, Strathcona Park Lodge 
owes its solid reality today, to its original magnificent 
workmanship, plus the tremendous determination 
of the family who rescued it 


Other shoreline buHdftigs, still sound, solid 
and comfortable, and. Jit for years of life and 
laughter, disappeared, -^ot to desintegrate, but to 
be preserved for an even longer span of existence 
beneath the surface, for wood lasts longer in 
water than in air. 

Strathcona Lodge was built on the shore of 
Upper Campbell Lake in 19'iO at a cos! of $7,000 
for a millionaire tailor, and his wife, from San 
Francirco. The Henning Bergs wp of Swedish 
stock, blonde and vitally handsome. They 
holidayed at Upper Campbell and nd joining Buttle 
Lake for four or five summers, each May until 
September. Both were excellent shots and enjoyed 
boating, swimming, hiking, fishing and hunting, 
and loved the quiet wilderness life. 

When Henning Berg died suddenly, his widow 
sold the big summer lodge to Mr. and Mrs. G. 
Whittaker, of Victoria, who ran it as an ex elusive 
resort until B.C. Power Commission look H over. 

It was the rugged Scandnnnvian charm of 
Strati wona Lodge that inspired the Baikie 


Lakes. This was to create one big watershed to 
provide sufficient power for the new generating 
station at Strathcona Dam, on Campbell Elver. 

Controversy over this issue raged for months 
In all the British Columbia newspapers. Fisher¬ 
men, hunters, and naturalists protested vigor¬ 
ously, and with considerable Justification, that the 
land should be unsullied by change, and kept as a 
huge wild recreation area. 

But the need for power to service the 
nortitem part of Vancouver Island was great, and 
finally won the day. 

The three Baikie brothers could not bear the 
thought of every fine building on the shoreline 
being submerged by the Inexorable rising waters, 
and becoming wooden caves for fish, far below 
the surface. They decided to salvage some of 
their own buildings, bunk houses, and the oook 
house, at DoHy Varden Point. 

Tliey purchased Strathcona Lodge from the 
B.C. P.wver Commission, and amid considerable 
skepticism, rescued it from a watery grave. 





















to in to bo much trouble to re-locate ft. 
architect was a Norwegian, Jack EarslandL 
lie built tog homes in Campbell River in the 
twenties and thirties, and rustic lodges for tlie 
CPR all over British Columbia. He designed in 
ftrong lines, fbr endurance and sympathy with 
the landscape. 

On its original site, on Upper Campbell Lake, 
Vtratlicona Lodge was 54 by 32 feet. A wide porch 
spanned the south side, to overlook the lake. 

On a recent week-end trip to Strathcona Park 
Lodge we happened to run Into Jack Phillips, 
carpenter, logger and guide who helped to e ect 
(his beautiful log bgilding, on the other side erf the 
lake, nearly 40 years ago. 

We sat by a roaring fire in the lounge in its 
new location, and learned many details of its 
construction! Jack pointed out features which 
gaaor it exceptionally strong and attractive. 

Cedar togs were selected f r om trees of a 
uniform si**, felled in early spring during the sap¬ 
running sepspn, to maintain a clear amber color 
Vhruugtmut. then peeled, oiled, "V" grooved 
borizontaJly, and hdld together with two-foot drift 
hot Ik. 

Comers were notched and interlocked, 
grooves were slashed in every door and wind <vv 
setting, braces were Inserted and bidden by 
frame". The melliw lounge has a four-square 
pitched ceiling, dramatized and strengthened by 
open beams, priss-crossed like the lines of live 
Union Jack, to throw fascinating firelight 
tfiadowii. 

A massive wroughl-iron hook to hold a lamp, 
centres the crosses, and g»es right through the 
ridge i ole, to the ruaf. I Tins hook was made by 
Cua Miller, blacksmith, who used to live at the 
bottom of the big hill in Campbell River. The 
Seaside Motel has replaced his ship. I 

Jack Phillij* told us that a curving staircase 
af split half-logs graced one comer of the lounge, 
but did not go anywhere, it was strictly for 
ornamentation and draping bearskins on the hand¬ 
rail! 

Jack reminisced about the original crew of 
workmen who created Strathcona Lodge; Jasper, 
Walter and Bill Sutlierland, Axel Magnessen, 
Herbert Pideock. Jim Cainan; Mary Sutherland, 
Jasper's wife, cooked for the men. who cammed in 
tents and cabins by the lodge, as they built it. 

The Bouldings and the - Baikies took up the 
Bale, and over coffee and cookies, described the 
pn>ble;ns of moving Strathcona Lodge from the 
west shore to the east, opposite the Eik River, 
where, finally It came to rest, it was re-named 
Stra (boons Park Lodge. 

A major problem was that any salvaged 
buildings would have to float about in and on the 
lake, for over a year, white the waters rose, 
before they could be re-located on shore. 

To this end, the Baikies shoved enormous 
•edar tags beneath Strathcona Lodge. This 
aresied a huge raft which floated the structure 
aff its severed foundations, as the level of the lake 
rose. 

nearly 11 months the lodge lurched about 

the lake, partially submerged, In a drunken and 
abandoned fashion 

About this time Wallace Baikie bought out the 
•hares of bis brothers, and void the structure to 
Ms daughter and son-in-law, Myrna and Jim 
Bouiding. When the shoreline finally settled and 
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the lake reached its new height, the entire Baikie 
family, and in-Laws, plus a crew of enthusiastic 
woodsmen fro*> Denman Island got busy with 
big cats and winches to haul the Lodge out of the 
water, and uo the hill, on the east shore of Upper 
Ca »tp lell-Buttle Lake. 

The log raft became a wooden tied. With 
ropes, cables, and winches, they inched the Lodge 
h'gher and high-r. anchoring winches to sturdy 
tree stumps. When they ran out of stumps they 
stopped, a hundred yards above the water line. 
The building sagged at an angle of about 40 
degrees, with h’r ridge-pole awry. She was a 
tired ‘>omboid. but she held together! She stank 
with slime and algae. Jim and Mvrna and the 
Baikies* h wed out the building with Ore hoses. 
They scrubbed! 

Th 'V jacked the building up. pushed it into a 
better jxwiti>n to take full advantage of the lake 
and mountain panoramic view. They spent 
months building a lower storey, on the d ton 
slope, below the original floor, extended each side 
erf tlte Lodge, added a reception hail, a larger 
kitchen coffee shop, and extra bed r ooms. 

They polished the logs with linseed oil, elbow 
greeso and love. 

Ji.n built a new fireplace, with rounded 
stones, in the lounge and a split rock one in 
re^eatior room brinv. 

JIM devised huge log chesterfields. Myrna 
draped them with bear skins and deer Mdes. He 
made end tables from wild erab-appte wood and 
beaut itui burls, and hollowed logs by band, to 
create unique chairs tor the eottee shop. 

Bunk houses, floated from Dolly Varden Point 
to the Lodge site, were remodeled toto guest 


ea' k*. scattered on the hillside, overlooking the 
water and the docks. 

Piinc to the flooding of the lake, the Baikies 
owned a summer home at Dolly Varden Point. B 
was htrftt on skids, so as to be readtiv moved 
from t> area to another. For years it served 
as • onk house for the Baikie Bros Logging 
Company. They set It adrift in 1*56. and landed it 
at Cedar Creek, in 1*57. (Now it is owned by 
Harter Baikie. I 

While the original fireplace in Strathoona 
Park Lodge had to be torn out before the building 
e-xikt'be roved, the fireplace to the bouse at 
Dolly Varden Saint, during transportation was 
held to place by heavy beams across the door, 
heavily bolted down through to a large metal 
plate beneath the hearth. 

Strathcona Park Lodge today is mellow and 
comfortable. 

Set on a gravel road, it ia easy to reach by 
ear. Y -j can launch your own boat, or rent one 
from the Lodge owners, to enjoy splendid 
cutthrort trout fishing in one of the most glori o u s 
take and mountain s et tin g s in th» world. 

It is an h w piri ng setting far hunting with a 
camera, far the land is still largely wBdemeas 
nearby, and the animals are tame. 

It is enticing to banters with guns, to season. 

Currently the Bouldings are exploring trails 
on tiie mountafas above them, with a view to 
opening ski cabins in the future. This ia a 
delightful place far a family holiday, and an ideal 
spot for the Bmddfag children to stretch and to 
grow, mentally and physically, to work and to 
play, as a part of the team of Baikies and 
Boudings. They are powerful men and strong 
women who generation after g en e r a tion have 
pitted their wits and creative energies against the 
ever-watchful wilderness; with su perb results! 
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Once again the Chinese New

The Chinese pay great attention to the 
aesthetic qualities of food ; . . nothing is done 
haphazardly ... the relation of one food to 
another hi regard to ooior, shape and texture is 
considered.

The rice bowl is always present at the 
ttilneee dinner table,' every dish is belli 
around it, so let's take a quick simple rice 
cooking lesson. . , .

Texture Is important In Chinese cooking • • . vegetables are crisp cooked. For 
special crunchy texture use Chinese water chestnuts, crisp bean sprouts, sesame seeds 
and chow mein noodles. 

Meat and chicken are cut Into small pieces so that they will cook in minimum time. 
Salt, pepper, ginger, garlic and soy sauce seem to be the chief seasoning agents. 
When soy sauce is used, use salt sparingly. Soy is quite salty. 

Chinese type long-grain rice is used exclusively by ail Chinese. 

Other ingredients used in Chinese cooking include . . . bamboo shoots, Chinese cab¬ 
bage or chard, snow pea pods, mushrooms, pineapple and almonds, to name a few. 

Coarse grained meats and firm vegetables ns carrots, celery and some cabbage an 
■heed diagonally. 

Straight slicing is used with tenderer meats and with such vegetables as scallions, 
parsley and mushrooms. 

Meat can be more finely and easily cut If slightly froxen before being used. Soono 
recipes call for paper-thin slicing.

From that day — late hi WO — onwards, she 
began to arise front her keel-plates; a mass of 
curved vertical girders, the naked steel skeleton 
of a ship: every section dead true, every rib In its 
•Hotted position, with hundreds of puny human- 
beings crawling over her, moulding her to their 
will; on all sides the flash of t thousand riveters' 
forges, the staccato roar of hundreds rf 
pneumatic riveters driving home some of the 
10 , 000.000 rivets used in the ship—rivets which if 
placed end-to-end would extend A distance of 
nearly 300 miles.

Now she rests at her last berth, in the alien 
Pacific waters of Long Beach. Calif. As a jet-age 
world, which seemed to have forsaken all 
sentiment for ruthless economy, watched In 
tearfii nostalgia, the aging queen completed her 
final voyage. When the last papers were signed, 
amid the skirling of bagpipes and dieerh* 
thousands. Royal Matt Ship Queen Mary was 
reduced to the status of "a budding. “ 

But even as a hotel-maritime museum- 
convention centre, she will reign supreme in the 
hearts of all who have experienced the vanishing 
age of luxury liner. 

By the mki-1920*. Qmri director* had 
realised two new, larger linen were needed to 
retain the company’s domination of the A tla ntic 
passenger trade. The three leading Cunarderx 
were showing sign* of age; Mauretania had 
finely relinquished the coveted "blue riband of 
the Atlantic” to spanking-new challengers from 
Germany and Italy. 

As plans progressed, it became apparent that 
A single “super-ship” was the answer: Qneea 
Mary. 

Then followed four busy years of planning, 
testing and redesigning before Ihe contract was 


decks passed -from being mere transverse gtrders 
Into actual steel fluors. Awcij) aft, the stern frame 
and shaft brackets, weighing some 500 tons, had 
been transported by road from Darlington and 
fixed in position, and the four propellers connected 
to their shafts . . . 


Then, on a cold December day in 1931, work 
stopj.cd. The rivet guns ceased their angry 
chatter, the giant cranes groaned to a stop, the 
thousands of craftsmen <16.000 ironwirkers 
alone!! came no more. An eerie silence descended 
upon the rising monster of steel; the depression 
had caught up with “534. ” For two summers and 
two winters, blistered by sun. rusted by rain, the 
coooon waited for the spring day when it would 
again come to life. 

April 3, 1934, was a happy day for Cunard and 
John Brown Company, as the army of workmen 
or.ee more swarmed ever the liner. There would 
be no further delays. Six months later, in a cold 
September min. King George VI and a cheering 
w'owd of 2M.OOO watched as Her Majesty Queen 
Mary pressed the button to launch the mighty 
liner that would make her name synonymous with 
fast, luxurious *nd»safe Atlantic travel. 

On skids greased with 200 tons of tallow and 
Mack soap, the 40.D00-lon hull, wearing its 
*hs*ening white “working rig.” glided smo-jthly, 
swiftly into the river Queen Mary was bom. 

Then followed months of finWiing. Bor 
towering superstructure was constructed, power¬ 
ful turbines and boilers wiring 

omnpieted. Interiors decorated, ft took another 
two years to complete the floating palace. Today 
her fabulous decor of hand-crafted wood veneers, 
pointings and carved wood and metal panelling 
are a source of wonder and delighf to pauengers 
raised h» an age of chrome and glass. 

Queen Mary Wa« a city unto herself, carrying 
a pnp«8afi<xi of more than 3,000 crew and 
pamntgen And a power hd city she was, her four 
35-fon propellers driven by f<>ur turbines 
producing 200 000 horsepower, able to push her at 
A daggering 31 knots 

F very thing about the new queen was bigger 
better. Her funnels (Mary was last of foe 
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TRAVELLERS in a HURRY 
SPELLED DOOM 
FOR RMS QUEEN MARY 















Ihrec-funneHers) were so large that If one were 
laid on its side, three big steam locomotives couM 
charge abreast through the oval tunnel with roxn 
to spare. 

If her wiring were laid end-to-end, it would 
form an "extension cord" 4,000 mile* long! Her 
three anchors weighed 16 tons apiece. 

Even her 34 lifeboats were termed "super"; 
for the first time, all were motorized, the boats 
and engines the result of three years’ research 
and meticulous testing for the perfect design. 
Their "gravity” davits were of a new design, too. 
Unbke conventional davits, they were planned to 
prevent fouling even if the ship listed heavily to 
either side. 

And, gushed one account as she neared 
completion, ‘Those dreadful, panic-stricken 
rushes that in past disasters have taken place in 
many sinking ships, those sad cases of boats in 
one place being launched woefully overcrowded 
and courting sudden disaster, in others being 
lowered with but a handful of people on board, 
cannot take place in the Queen Mary, as the 
directions (prominently placed In every cabin and 
passage) are so understandable, the regulations 
so stringent and so well thought out, that it is 
almost impoasibie for uneven filling of the boats 
to take place, in the very remote contingency of 
the boats ever being used at all.” 

This fastidious planning extended even to the 
unfortunate crewman assigned to the wind-swept, 
icy crow's-nest. Queen Mary’s was the first to 
have roof, walls and electric heating. 

In short. Queen Mary was the last word in 
tectmology, comfort and safety; a queen in name 
and in fact. 

March 24, 1936, Queen Mary cleared Glasgow 
on her maiden voyage, her 81,237-ton bulk having 
necessitated the construction of new, larger piers 
at Southampton and New York. Thirty-one years, 
five months later, the stately dowager completed 
her 1 , 001 st—and last—Atlantic crossing, bi peace 
and war she had steamed 3,792,277 nautical miles 
and carried 2,112,C00 passengers, from carefree 
tourist to movie star, warbound G1 to head of 
slate and royalty. 

In her first glorious years, Mary and the 
glamorous French liner Normandie battled for 
the Atlantic speed laurels. The duel saw old 
records smashed and new ones recorded, only to 
be broken again as the fighting ladies outsped 
each other by turn, Mary finally making the 
best-ever time of 92 hours, 42 minutes. * 

Then ... it was war. Queen Mary's 
distinctive black hull, white superstructure, red 
and black funnels became gloomy battleship grey. 
Palatial fittings which had delighted the 
wealthiest, most travelled of passengers gave 
way to the spartan furniture of bunk and 
hammock as she entered her new role of 
troopship. Speeding alone back and forth across 
the Atlantic as trooper and hospital ship in turn, 
sometimes with an entire division—15.000 men— 
aboard, or Prime Minister Winston Churchill and 
his chiefs of staff, Queen Mary chalked up the 
unequalled record of 800.000 fighting men. She ha* 
been credited by some historians with cutting 
short the Second World War by a full year! 

And without ever having fired a shot at the 
enemy! 

Not that the Germans and Japanese didn't do 
their part. Hitler offered the prized Iron Cross 
and a quarter million dollars to the U-boat 
commander lucky enough to line the racing liner 
In his periscope. 

Sadly, she did not escape tragedy altogether. 
On the foggy afternoon of Oct. 2, 1942, she was 
steaming full speed along the Irish coast with 
more than 15,000 American troops aboard. 
Suddenly the lookout reported a U-boat off the 
port bow. Wheeling to starboard, Mary sliced into 
one of her escorting cruisers, HMS Curacoa, 
cutting her in two. Unable to stop, the slightly 
damaged Queen and surviving escort sped an. In 
five minutes, Curacoa‘s 338 officers and men 
were lost. 

Repaired, Queen Mary resumed her exhaust- 
big, globe-trotting schedule, not resting even after 
VE and VJ days. In the first year of peace, she 
carried 13,000 war brides and children. 

Finally, it was lime to resume her true role 
89 ocean queen. Her palailal furniture and 
trappings, carefully stored in England. Australia 
and the U.S., were brought out, dusted off and 
returned to their proper home. After a 12-month 
refit she again sped the Atlantic, her passengers 
once more gaily-clad tourists Instead of anony¬ 
mous thousands In khaki, her crew no longer on 
watch for lurking submarines. For the next few 
years she again boasted the title "world’s fastest 
liner,” unchallenged. Old competitor Normandie 
had been lost in the war. 

The aging Queen surrendered this cherished 
hc«or forever, in 1952, when the new American 
liner Ss. United States joined the Atlantic scene. 

At last ... the end. Passenger liners are 
being pushed out by airliners. Now travellers are

supervisor, holding that position during Ihe war 
yeai-a, almost wearing herself out, because 
doctors and nurse* were scarce. In 1947 she was 
named director of nursing. She trained htmdred* 
of girls t< be good nurses. She was a hard task¬ 
master. with a sharp tongue, and more than one 
student quit because she couldn't take Mias 
Woodrow's martinet discipline. Those who 
remained became first class nurse*, and if toey 
didn't all love "Woodie,*’ they respected her, and 
were graleful for all she did for them. 

No one who ever knew Mis* Woodrow will 
ever forget her. She was sympathetic iq the 
extreme, but because she did not want to show 
her sentiment, for fear she might burst into 
tears, she put on a hard-boiled exterior, and told 
people off to their faces. But. behind their backs, 
•he never said anything mean about them. 

She fought with more than one doctor, but the 
doctors generally admired her and leaned on her 
and trusted her. They knew that when she was In 
charge all would be well with their patients. She 
was a gallant figure as she walked hospital 
corridors through the long nights, keeping an eye 
on patient* and nurses. 

It was the greatest tribute to her that people 
she had barked at rarely barked back. They 
overlooked it, somehow sensing the innate 
goodness m the woman. She had a gift for 
bringing out the best in moat people. 

When she retired in 1956 the hospital heaped 
her with honors. The student nurses dedicated 
their annual Zinnia to her. with these words:

Hours 
were from 7 a.ra. ,to 7 p.m.. or 10 p.m. if very 
busy. There were four fully trained nurses, a 
matron and one orderly. Ere long we had cool oil 
lamps In brackets along the corridors — a great 
improvement. Patients were then allowed to 
convalesce in the hospital and they would help 
look after the lamps. I don't know when 
electricity was introduced; not during my three 


yean. 

“In 1892 Victoria had a smallpox epidemic, 
and I even enjoyed the six weeks I spent with the 
poor victims. It was constant bed side-nursing 
young and old. 

“Who says vaccination is not a preventative? 
X have held very rick babies in my arms at night 
to keep them quiet, and like all the other nurse* X 
was immune. We were strictly quarantined, and 
only got out sometimes at night for a short walk, 
if the guard was nice, and we nromised not to go 
far, or near anyone. Quite simple — nobody would 
come within a block of u* or our hospital. 

**I tike to think of having been on the first 
roll, and trilling to take my share of hard work, 
and enjoy it"

This addition to the 
growing number of books 
about the Kennedy assas¬ 
sination is interesting for 
two reasons: 

• Robert Oswald, who 
loved his kid brother, is 
convinced that Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald did kill Ken¬ 
nedy and that the assas¬ 
sination was a solo effort. 

• The story attempts 
to answer why he did it. 

Robert starts at the beginning, 
where most emotional problems are 
rooted. His father died two months 
betbre Lee was bom and Robert and 
hi« half-brother John were placed in 
an orphanage where they were 
jeftwd by Lee when he was three. 

Their mother had a succession of 
lobs and apartments and saw her 
u tiidren at weekends. Sometimes 
they would leave the orphanage to 
live with her mother, but this never 
worked out and they would be 
re t u rned to the institution. They 
never knew where they were. 

The two older boys, miraculously 
retaMng their sanity, got M»at 
education they could, grew up and 
ret out to make their own Ives. 
Robert went into the Marine Corps. 

Your* Lee, lefj to the tender 
me n otes of his neurotic mother, feK 
rejected and lost. At age 13, he 
started playing truant from school 
and spent hours every day in frent 
at ■>e television set. Soon, he started 
to Uva In a fantasy television world 
and devetoped a contempt tor 
•stoortty. 

M ea nw hi le Robert had left the 
Marines with the rank of sergeant, 
married and had a eon, and bed 
re nte d down in a comfortable home 
and an excellent job. He became 
Leak Mart. 

Lae was cursed wiih a mother 
who deluded herself with the behet 
that her succession of employers 
d e Mbe ra tHy ignored her brilliance 
and frustrated her chances tor 
logo g t dh on . This observation, toftow- 
ing the assassination, sums her up: 

"(Matter i received the news at 
Lee's street without any emotional 
steak! at &H. It seemed to me tent 
now at last she was about to get the 
kind of attention she had sought ail 
her toe . . . she would never again 
be treated as an ordinary, obscure, 
u nimpo rta nt woman." 

Lee was also ' without skflkt and 
teng rty without education. His value 
an toe labor market was nil. He 
joined toe Marines and failed to 
nakh Ms brother's limited aooceat.

Peter De Vries is one of perhaps two or three living writers 
who can make me laugh out loud at the printed word. He is 
America's Gag-writer Extraordinary who can play on words the 
way Heifetz plays on a fiddle. Being a storyteller to boot, he is 
able to concoct yarns in w'hich situations are set up for laughlines 
he throws at you with fiendish glee. In some of his novels the 
situations overpower the gags, in others the reverse. 

The Vale of Laughter belongs to 
the latter category. This time De 
Vries has caBt off all the shackles 
and indulged to the limit his passion 
for puns, his love for laughs, his 
yen for yocks. And by making his 
hero a born clown and wisecracker 
he's legitimized the whole operation. 

The result is a bonanza of buf¬ 
foonery, the like of which you 
haven't encountered since the Age of 
Allen (Fred, that is). 

This Joe Sandwich, who tells the 
story in the first person, began his 
kidding in short pants. His dying 
father was an atheist (there’s 
usually one in a De Vries novel) who 
wanted to be sure his curtain-line 
would be memorable. The one he 
actually utters is a marvel of 
succinct ribaldry. Joe Sandwich, 
who's very much of a ham (yes, wc 
all get it), hits his stride when 
courting his future bride. Her father, 
a stockbroker, asks him what the 
gross national product is. "Deodor¬ 
ants," Joe replies. And so it goes. 

Somewhere along the way Joe 
falls victim to the verbal disease 
known as Paronomastic Names, i.e., 
names which form phrases or 
thoughts, examples of which are 
often found in the competition 
columns of literary magazines. De 
Vries gives his man enough winners 
to carry off prizes for the next 
decade. Beginning with Justin Case 
and Lotta ‘Noyes, he moves on to 
initial versions like O.B. Still and 
R.U. Upjohn. Have I said enough? 


After leaving the service, he had a 
succession of menial jobs. These did 
not pay Wei and they bored him. 

Like Ms mother, he Mamed 
everyone but himself. He felt more 
and more rejected with each failure. 

The partem, says Robert, was 
always failure tokaved by sone 
dramatic action. Most Ot these 
actions were minor, but finally 
trust rattan drove him to the big 
gesture—W b carefully planned flight 
to Russia and application ot Soviet 
citizenship. 

After the notoriety, which he 
lapped up, came the big letdown—a 
mental job In a Soviet factory. To 
Lee Harvey Oswald this, too, woa a 
failure and rejection. So he returned 
to the U.S., with a Russian wife, 
Marina. 

TT»e pattern continued. He des¬ 
perately wanted a son and Marina 
gave him two daughters. He could 
never make enough money to 
support Wa family. He oould never 
emulate his brother's example, 

His last job, a dewd-end menial 
one in the Dallas book depositary, 
represented hopeless failure and it 
was again time for a dramatic 
gesture. This time he was to commit 
an act which would put his name 
into the history books, and cost him 
his Hfe. 

Robert Oswald tells Ms story wi:h 
quiet authority and oonrtderabte 
dignity. The forces that twitted Lee 
Harvey Oswald’s m ind as a child 
and finally drove hfan to murder are 
related undramattcally and the 
explanation, one feels, is an act of 
bccxherly love. 

The book shows vividly the 
appalling result of a tick mother's 
influence, and R Is also an indict - 
meat of a sick society in which 
moral values are a* a discount and 
Maks is an end in Itself. 


THE VALE OF LAUGHTER, by 
Peter De Vries; Little, Brown ft 
Co.; 3SJ pages; $3-93. 


By this time the reader has 
tumbled to the fact that the story is 
merely a line on which to hang 
joke9. Midway through the book we 
get into a lecture on laughter, with 
Joe as participant. “We’ll never 
know,” intones the lecturer, "what 
makes Sammy run.” 

"Or Saul Bellow,” adds Joe, and 
we're off on a hilarious discussion of 
the anatomy of wit. Here De Vries 
is in his element, and he goes on for 
several pages dissecting the genus 
"Joke,” with appropriate deadpan 
illustrations. We regretfully leave 
the characters as they plan to set up 
a discotheque for middle-aged 
couples to be known (you guessed it) 
as The Slippped Discotheque. 

Will you like the book? It depends 
on how much of this kind of 
wisecracking you can take. Perhaps 
a whole bookful may be too much 
for you, especially as you have to 
read every word. (This fellow De 
Vries Is a sly one who'll slip a gag 
past your guard when you're least 
expecting it.) As for me, 350 pages 
is not a whit (pun!) too much. With 
such stygian gloom in and out of 
print these days, it's a delight to 
abandon yourself to all this De Vries 
deviltry.

The now solitary reindeer was a 
docile, friendly creature, who grew 
attached to the rangers, and was 
christened Kitty.

Students who drive to the UniverMty of Victoria will have 
to pay for the luxury after Sept. 1. 

University president Dr. Malcolm Taylor announced 
Friday the board of governors has approved a system which 
will see students, faculty and staff pay an annual charge for 
parking their cars on campus. 

Acting on recommendation of a special parking 
committee set up to deal with parking violation appeals, the 
board decided students will pay 15 annually for general lota, 
while faculty and senior staff will be required to pay 515 per 
annum for reserved areas. 

The recommendation was made in an effort to offset the 
annual operating costs of maintaining and patrolling 
university parking lots, a committee spokesman said. Total 
operating costs for the lots last year ran to 116,500, or 57-50 
per car for an approximate number of 2,200 cars. 

The University of Victoria is one of only three Canadian 
universities which have not yet implemented a system of 
parking fees. At UBC, faculty and staff pay 515 per session, 
students in preferred lots pay fees of 510 and patrons of 
regular lots pay 55. 

The students' Alma Mater Society discussed the 
implications of the parking fees at an in-camera meeting 
where a motion of disapproval was defeated. 

President David McLean said the motion will be 
introduced again at the next meeting Sunday night He said 
the implementation of parking fees for students constitutes 
an indirect increase in tuition fees.
